A LABOUR peer is set to be 
suspended and ordered to pay back 
£125,000 in false expense claims 
made over a house in Maidstone. 

Baroness Uddin faces a lengthy suspension 
from the House of Lords after a conduct 
committee said she had not acted in ‘good 
faith’ by declaring an empty flat in the town as 
her main home. 

The House of Lords will debate whether to 
accept the committee’s findings tomorrow. 

The controversial flat, which neighbours say 
nobody lived in, allowed the peer to claim a 
second home allowance, despite actually living 
close to Westinster in Wapping, east London. 

Baroness Uddin, who became Britain’s first 
woman Muslim peer in 1998, could be sus¬ 
pended until Easter 2012, or even longer if she 
refuses to repay the £125,349.10 as recom¬ 
mended in the conduct committee report. 

In a previous solicitor’s statement, Lady 
Uddin said: “I do not believe I have done any¬ 
thing wrong or breached any House of Lords 
rules. The Wapping house is rented, while I 
own the property in Maidstone. The Maidstone 
property is furnished and I strongly deny that 
I have never lived there. Indeed, I have stayed 
there regularly since buying it.” 

For members of the Commons a ‘main resi¬ 
dence’ is considered to be the home where an 
MP spends most nights, but in the Lords there 
is no fixed definition. 

Mary Morgan, director of public information 
at the Lords, said: “A member will know what 
his/her main residence is. It’s where they live.

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Sister tells Treeby 
murder trial of 'two 
cartridge' threats

A SISTER in the Jack 
Treeby murder trial told a 
court her elder brother had 
threatened to kill her and 
other family members. 

Alison Treeby, of Princes Park, 
Chatham, told the jury that during a 
telephone call with defendant and 
brother, Bill Treeby, he threatened to 
give three of his relatives “two car¬ 
tridges” each. 

Alison also claimed Bill said wife 
Charity Treeby, another defendant, 
would also be “coming for you”. 

At Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday, prosecutor Jonathan Higgs 
asked the witness to tell the court 
what was said in the phone call on 
Christmas Eve, 2009. 

The conversation took place in a 
car park outside the Harrow pub in 
Lidsing after an argument between 
Jack Treeby and Bill Treeby’s son, 
Billy Jnr. 

Alison said: “I was in the car with 
Jack. I put the phone on loudspeaker 
so my brother could hear. 

“I said, Why don’t you sort it out, it 
looks as if the argument is going too 
far’. He [Bill] said, ‘I’m not sorting 
nothing out, its two cartridges for the 
big bo/, referring to Gary, ‘two car¬ 
tridges for Jack and the same again 
for Johnny’.” 

Alison continued: “I told him not to 
be stupid and sort it out differently.

He said, ‘No, they can have it. You are 
not there anyway, are you?’ 

“I said, Yes, I am’ and he said, ‘I am 
going to bring Chart (Charity) for 
you.” 

The witness went on to describe 
her view of events at Quarry Road 
three days later, on December 27, 
2009. 

Having spoken to Bill once again 
on the phone, Alison then recalled 
the incidents leading up to the death 
of her brother, Jack. 

When asked what she heard after 
the phone call, she said: “Screeching 
from cars and a lot of shouting. A 
Range Rover and a Mondeo turned 


left into Quarry Road, that’s when all 
the shooting and screaming started.” 

The witness also described how she 
heard the voice of another defendant, 
George Treeby, who she said was 
‘hanging out of the window of the 
Range Rover wearing a balaclava 
and holding a gun’. 

During cross-examination, Alison 
denied seeing either Gary or Jack 
with a weapon. 

Defendants Bill Treeby, 50, his wife 
Charity, 51, and their sons Billy, 29, 
and George, 23, all deny murdering 
Jack Treeby, from Rainham. 

Jack Treeby, 43, died after he was 
run over by a car. His brother, Gary 
Treeby, was also shot with a shotgun 
before being beaten with an iron bar. 

Gary has recovered from his 
injuries and is expected to take the 
stand, as will witnesses to the alleged 
attack, which was partially caught 
on CCTV. 

The four accused, from Queen 
Street, Paddock Wood, also face 
charges of attempted murder of the 
deceased’s son, Jack Treeby Jnr. 

A further charge of conspiracy to 
kill another family member, John 
Treeby, is also faced by the family. 

During the evening of December 
27, 2009, a Range Rover drove into 
Quarry Road and smashed into a 
number of vehicles including that of 
the deceased, Jack Treeby. 

It is alleged that Jack Treeby was 
then chased down the street, run 
over and crushed by the Range 
Rover. 

The case continues.

fuel to taxpayers 7 ire

BUNGLING emergency service 
workers and careless council 
employees have cost Kent taxpay¬ 
ers more than £40,000 in the last 
three years by putting the wrong 
fuel in their cars. 

Kent Police were the biggest culprits for 
mis-filling vehicles, clocking up a staggering 
109 failed fuel attempts since 2008. That 
equates to a mistake every six days and a cost 
to the public of £13,010. 

Dozy drivers from the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service (SECAMB) and Kent 
Fire and Rescue Service (KFRS) also made 
the silly servicemen list. SECAMB workers 
were guilty of 78 fuelling mishaps, costing 
£11,000, while KFRS officers had 12 pump 
problems, wasting £3,594 of vital funding. 

Kent County Council staff members mis- 
fuelled to the tune of £10,254 while 
Maidstone Borough Council workers had two 
blunders. 

Emma Boon, from the Taxpayers’ Alliance, 
said: “Mistakes do happen, but it is quite 
shocking the same mistake is being repeated 
and is costing taxpayers so much money. 

“A cheap and easy solution to prevent this 
from happening would be for the organisa¬ 
tions to stick a label on the petrol cap, like 
many firms do with company cars, to make it 
very clear to the driver which type of fuel 
should be used. This is needless waste that 
can be reduced with a simple measure.” 

Each of the services was asked under the 


Freedom of Information Act to outline how 
many times vehicles had been filled up with 
the wrong fuel and how much it cost to have 
the resulting problems sorted. 

A Kent Police spokesman played down the 
mistakes, saying: “Kent Police has 1,197 vehi¬ 
cles in its fleet which travelled 20 million 
miles during the 2009/10 financial year. 

“In this time period there were 73,125 finan¬ 
cial transactions for fuel purchases of which 
63, or 0.09 per cent, involved cars that were 
filled with the wrong fuel. 

“In the last two years, the force implement¬ 
ed a diesel only policy to reduce fuel costs and 
the production of carbon emissions, saving the 
force £500,000 per year. 

“While the number of cars being fuelled 
incorrectly is small, the force is committed to 
reducing this figure further.” 


Responsibility 

Liz Spiers, from the SECAMB NHS Trust, 
said: ‘While taking our responsibility towards 
the taxpayer extremely seriously, the cost of 
misfuelling needs to be taken into context 
of number of journeys the trust undertakes 
and our overall vehicle maintenance budget. 

KCC’s corporate support chief Roger Gough 
said: “Quite clearly all these incidents are due 
to human error. Looking at the statistics, of 
the £10,254.83 repair bill over the three and 
a half year period analysed, individuals with 
lease cars were responsible for repairs 
totalling nearly £8,000. 

“All these repairs were paid for by the indi¬ 
viduals, not the council, as agreed in their 
lease contracts. The 12 remaining incidents, 
costing £2,287.96, were paid for by KCC.” 

Roadside recovery service the AA has 
released figures estimating that more than 
150,000 people in the UK put the wrong fuel 
in their tanks every year.

“For the purpose of claiming expenses 
it’s where they travel to and from.

Born in Bangladesh, Manzila Pola 
Uddin came to the UK as a teenager and 
went on to become a community worker 
and social services officer, while at the 
same time pursuing a political career 
that saw her rise to be deputy leader of 
Tower Hamlets council in the early 
1990s. 

She was made a peer by Tony Blair in 
1998, and took the title Baroness Uddin 
of Bethnal Green in our London Borough 
of Tower Hamlets. Then aged 38, she was 
the youngest woman in the Lords. 

As a campaigner on women’s and eth¬ 
nic minority issues she has become part 
of the new Labour establishment and is 
a friend of Cherie Blair. 

Her social networking Facebook 
friends include the former cabinet minis¬ 
ters Harriet Harman, Hazel Blears and 
David Miliband, and Alastair Campbell, 
Mr Blair’s former press secretary.

Daughter's heartfelt tribute 
after elderly cyclist's death 


THE daughter of an elderly cyclist 
killed in a collision with a car has 
paid tribute to her “passionate” and 
“sociable” father. 

Ernest Chennell, 85, tragically died 
after the accident in which his bike 
collided with a blue Renault Clio in 
Claygate, Marden, on Sunday, last 
week. 

He leaves behind a daughter, 
Gwen, and son-in-law, Ian. Gwen 
described Ernest as having had a 
passion for life and a kind spirit. 

She said: “He was a very sociable 
man, and an integral part of the 
Collier Street community, having 
lived within a five-mile radius of the 
village his whole life. People liked 
him and were drawn to him. He 
would always have time to sit and 
chat and tell you all his stories about 


his life working as a lorry driver.” 

Known to many as ‘Boy’, Mr 
Chennell served in the Horsmonden 
Home Guard during World War Two 
and was the last surviving member 
of the unit. He drew on his in-depth 
knowledge of the area to protect the 
village during the conflict. 

These memories were recently 
recorded by the National Trust, as a 
living testament to his involvement 
in the war effort and to preserve the 
history of the war in the area. 

Later in life, he moved to Collier 
Street, away from the farms he had 
worked on as a lad, and became 
known for his well-tended garden of 
vegetables and colourful flowers. He 
regularly attended steam rallies and 
drove traction engines. 

His daughter added: “Dad had a 


strong independent streak and lived 
life well and to the full. We will miss 
him terribly. He was a significant 
part of our lives and there will cer¬ 
tainly be a large gap left by him. 

“He gave so much to others and I 
know he would have fully supported 
the donations we are making on his 
behalf to the Air Ambulance.” 

Police are still investigating the 
incident, which happened close to the 
White Hart pub, at the junction with 
Sheephurst Lane, shortly after 
10am. The Air Ambulance was 
called, but Mr Chennell was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The funeral date is yet to be set but 
is being arranged by Viner and Sons 
in West Mailing, who are accepting 
donations to the Kent Air Ambulance 
on behalf of the family. 
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No evidence to suggest Pole who 
drowned was pushed to his death 


A POLISH national was found dead 
in the River Medway just days 
before he was due to return home, 
an inquest has heard. 

The court at Archbishop’s Palace in Maidstone 
heard how Boguslaw Zybajlo, 50, of no fixed 
abode, died after entering the water near 
Allington Lock on Sunday, April 26 last year. 

Mr Zybajlo’s body was found on the tidal side 
of the lock heading away from the town centre, 
but is believed to have been in the water for a 
number of days after his disappearance on 
Friday, April 17, 2009. A pathologist report 
showed there was no sign of any injury to the 
body and that Mr Zabajlo had drowned. 

Mr Zabajlo was last seen collecting wages 
from a bakery in the Allington area where he 
sometimes worked. 

He well known to Maidstone officials as he

often slept rough in the town and was said to 
have a ‘problem with alcohol’. 

A statement from Detective Inspector Barry 
Knott told how a police investigation led to inter¬ 
views with other members of the homeless com¬ 
munity, known to be friendly with Mr Zybajlo. 

In DI Knott’s report, it said that homeless 
Robert Lowthian claimed that “everyone knew 
he had been pushed in the river in Maidstone 
town centre”. 

But DI Knott said: “It was very difficult to 
hold a conversation with Mr Lowthian due to 
effects of alcohol. When he spoke about ‘every¬ 
one’ he was talking about his peers in the 
homeless community only.” 

Coroner Roger Sykes told the court how lock 
keeper Timothy Benger had also filed a report 


saying that it would be near impossible for a 
body to pass through the lock to the Medway 
side without someone noticing. The report sug¬ 
gested that the force at which water is drained 
from the lock through a two-foot gap would 
mean there would be some bruising to the body. 

Mr Benger also said that for the body to have 
floated from the town centre to Allington with¬ 
out being caught on a boat or reeds would be 
very unlikely. 

Coroner Roger Sykes concluded that as there 
was no bruising to the body, it was impossible to 
tell whether Mr Zabajlo had fallen in acciden¬ 
tally under the influence of alcohol or if he had 
been pushed. 

He said: “We have heard that he was alive 
when he went in the water, but whether anyone 
else was involved or he just lost his balance, I 
cannot make any conclusions at all.” 

Mr Sykes recorded an open verdict. 


Extended time for 
secondary places 

PARENTS of year six pupils who are 
going to start secondary school in 
September 2011, have just two weeks 
left to submit their application. 

The official closing date is Sunday, 
October 31. 

However, because of the October school 
holiday, KCC will accept applications as

said: “Many families have already sub¬ 
mitted their choices and with the Kent 
Test assessments announced this week, 
many more will follow ahead of the 
October 31 deadline. 

“I fully appreciate there will be delight 
and disappointment as the Kent Test 
assessment letters or emails are read. 

“Whatever the outcome, Kent has a 
wide range of secondary schools to suit 
everyone.”

DOG SEAUD INTO BOX 


A HEAVILY-pregnant dog was sealed in a card¬ 
board box and left for dead on Maidstone 
woodland, animal welfare officers have 
revealed. 

The young Jack Russell bitch, who had an 
unborn puppy trapped in her womb and was in 
a state of collapse, was found on Penenden 
Heath, near Maidstone, on Sunday, October 10. 

A member of the public spotted the box at 
noon and reported the find to the RSPCA. 

The severely-ill dog was rushed to the vet, 
where an emergency caesarean was per¬ 
formed. 

RSPCA animal welfare officer Kelly Feeley 


said: "It is very difficult to know how long she 
was sealed up in the box, but she was very ill 
when we found her. 

"It was an unbelievably cruel thing to do. 
She must have been terrified as well as very 
sick.” 

The Jack Russell, who has been dubbed 
Daisy, is being cared for at the RSPCA centre 
at Leybourne. 

"She has been on a drip, but she is making a 
good recovery now," said Kelly. 

RSPCA officers are hunting Daisy's owner. 
Anyone who has any information is asked to 
call the RSPCA on 0300123 4999. 


Teen escaped phone theft on bike 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses after 
a boy escaped robbers who demanded he 
hand over his mobile phone. 

The 15-year-old was riding his bike home 
from Mote Park on Friday, October 8, when 
he was stopped by two older boys who began 
to threaten him. 

Luckily a car passed, briefly stopping the 
robbery and the lad managed to get away. 

The incident happened at 6.10pm near 
Mote House. 

The first offender is described as white, 
with very tanned skin, about 19 years old, 
and of skinny build. 

He had brown hair, short on the sides 
longer on top, but flat. 

He was wearing a blue and cream jumper 
with chunky horizontal stripes. 


The jumper had a logo on the right-hand 
side of the chest. 

He was also wearing dark tracksuit bot¬ 
toms, which had a white stripe on each leg. 

The offender also had Nike Air Max trainers 
which were blue and white and was on a sil¬ 
ver mountain bike with front suspension and 
a white bottle holder attached to the frame. 

The second male is described as white, 
aged 17 to 18, smaller build than the first, 
with short brown hair, wearing a black 
waterproof hip-length jacket with four 
pockets on the front. He had black tracksuit 
bottoms on.

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Roman coins hoard 
declared'treasure'

A HOARD of Roman coins 
discovered on the outskirts of 
Maidstone has been officially 
declared as treasure. 

A total of 4,653 copper-alloy coins 
dating back to the 4th Century AD 
were found during a dig at a recre¬ 
ational ground in Snodland. 

The coins, known today as nummus, 
were inscribed with the words ‘happy 
times are here again’, in Latin. 

Historians believe that this motto 
was referring to Romans celebrating 
the 1,100th anniversary of the found¬ 
ing of Rome. 

The find was made by Mathew 
Bulmer on behalf of Archaeology South 
East, ahead of a proposed housing 
development for the area in 2006. 

The coins, which contain traces of sil¬ 
ver, were found using geo-technical 
machinery on the site owned by Smufit 
Kappa Paper UK. 

At an inquest in the Archbishop’s 
Palace, Maidstone, Coroner Roger 
Sykes was able to determine that the 
find was deemed to be treasure.

Jackson, explained that under the 
1996 Treasure Act, any hoard of more 
than 10 coins dating back further than 
300 years is deemed as a treasure. 

Therefore the finder has to offer the 
item for sale to a museum at a price set 
by an independent board of experts. 

Miss Jackson said: “These coins are 
from the 4th Century. This is a large 
find for Kent but not uncommon.” 

Two finds of 10 coins in 2008 and 16 
coins in 2009 were found on the site 
again by Archaelogy South East. 

The British Museum was consulted 


to properly diagnose the finds and this 
week Coroner Roger Sykes confirmed 
that all of the coins were part of the 
same hoard and declared as treasure. 

He said: “I am satisfied that the 
antiquity of the coins and their number 
constitutes treasure. I am also satisfied 
that the subsequent finds were part of 
the same hoard. 

“I will be sending confirmation to the 
British Museum. Now procedures of 
acquiring the finds can be made by 
Maidstone Museum to the finders and 
to those who clearly have an interest.”

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Speeding fine 
avoided thanks 

to postal strike 


A MOTORIST swerved an expen¬ 
sive speeding fine after his lawyers 
exploited a legal loophole. 

Benjamin Childs, from Maidstone, won his 
case against the Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership thanks to a timely postal 
strike. 

Mr Childs was sent a notice of intended pros¬ 
ecution after a mobile camera allegedly caught 
him driving along Willington Street, which has 
a 30mph speed limit, at 39mph on October 18, 
2009. 

The partnership posted the letter three days 
later at the earliest, but a national postal strike 
delayed its arrival. 

Mr Childs’ legal team at My Brief Solicitors, 
in Chatham, said the usual rule is to send the 
notice to the registered keeper within 14 days 
of the offence being committed. 

They argued that the partnership should 
have taken other steps to deliver, such as by 
hand or by courier. 

My Brief wrote to the partnership, but cam¬ 
era chiefs and the Crown Prosecution Service 
still took the issue to court.

The case was subsequently dropped. 

Lawyer Jeremy Betts said: “The case was in 
court twice before Mr Childs was acquitted. 
This means it has resulted in thousands of 
pounds in wasted costs, with the partnership 
having to pay Mr Childs’ solicitors’ costs as well 
as the time spent wasting court time. 

“This highlights the partnership’s inability to 
understand the law. It expects motorists to 
comply with certain time limits yet the partner¬ 
ship seems to take the view that the same time 
limits do not apply to them.” 

A partnership spokesman said: “We have to 
post the notice of intended prosecution to the 
registered keeper of the vehicle within 14 days 
of the offence. 

“The registered keeper does not actually have 
to receive it within the 14 days, so we are 
unsure as to why this decision was reached and 
are currently in discussions with the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

“The stretch of road in question is Willington 
Street in Maidstone, and the safety camera is

there because four people have been killed or 
seriously injured. 

“Mr Betts states the partnership 'seems to 
take the view that the same time limits do not 
apply to them’: we would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to remind his client that the same speed 
limits apply to him as they do other motorists.”

He was awarded the medal for con¬ 
stant devotion to duty with a special 
mention for patrol work at Green Hill, 
North Africa, while serving with the 6th 
battalion in 1944. 

He dodged all sorts of shells and bombs 
to deliver his messages. 

On one occasion, Bob warned the men 
of the impending enemy and his actions 
saved many British lives. 

Bob, a collie/Labrador cross, had a dis¬ 
tinctive black and white coat, which was 
camouflaged during the war. 

A model of Bob can be found in the 
World War II case alongside the Dickin 
medal. Unfortunately, Bob was lost in 
Italy on his way home.

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'Inquest will give us facts 
we need about son's death'

THE father of one of the victims of 
the 7/7 bombings in London has 
spoken of hope that the truth 
about his son’s death might final¬ 
ly emerge. 

An inquest into the deaths of the 52 people 
killed in the 2005 suicide attacks on three 
tube trains and a bus began last Monday. 

Grahame Russell, who lives in East 
Peckham, lost his son, Philip, 28, who was 
travelling on the number 30 bus blown up in 
Tavistock Square. 

Many families, including the Russells, 
want a public inquiry, and have questions 
over what MI5 knew about the attacks and 
whether they could have been prevented. 

Mr Russell said: “What I’d really like is the 
truth to come out - none of this smoke¬ 
screening that has gone on in the past. 

“One has to take into account issues that 
they may or may not be able to release, but 
the Official Secrets Act has been used as 
something to hide behind. 

‘We’re trusting that things will come out in 


the inquest that will really tell the truth.” 

Of the five reports into the attacks, none 
have looked at how the victims died. 

Mr Russell said that he and his wife, 
Veronica, had not been up to the inquest, 
which is taking place at The Royal Courts of 
Justice in London, but would be there when 
it investigates events at Tavistock Square 
early next year. The hearing is expected to 
last until March 2011. 

Footage and pictures of the chaotic after- 
math of the bombings has already been 
shown. Witnesses who survived the attacks 
on the underground trains near Aldgate, 
Edgware Road and Russell Square tube sta¬ 
tions and on the double-decker bus in 
Tavistock Square near King’s Cross will pro¬ 
vide evidence. Members of the emergency 
services will give their accounts of events. 

“Stuff will come out that has never been 
heard before,” Mr Russell said. “The problem 
is that everyone tries to cover for themselves. 

“I think there are some issues that will 
emerge later down the road.” 

The inquest is being held by Lady Justice 
Hallett, and Mr Russell said he had faith in 
her ability. 

“The coroner set a wide scope for the 


inquest, which is unusual. I have every faith 
she will handle it competently,” he added. 

As well as those killed, some 700 people were 
injured, many of them severely and perma¬ 
nently, when the four suicide bombers, who 
were all British men backed by al-Qaeda, det¬ 
onated their devices. 

Mr Russell’s son, Philip, who worked as a 
finance manager for JP Morgan Asset 
Management and was living in Kennington in 
south London, was among the 13 people who 
died on the number 30 bus.

'Sweet old man' could 
be planning to con you 


A COLD-calling alert has gone out to warn 
residents in the Maidstone area of a ‘sweet 
old gentlemen’ conning victims out of money. 

Trading Standards in Kent are advising 
homeowners and local businessmen to be 
wary of the elderly man offering to service 
refrigerators and dishwashers. 

The trickster has been described as a 
retired male in his 60s, with no accent. He 
drives an unmarked van and the work he car¬ 
ries out is alleged to be unsatisfactory and 
has cost thousands of pounds to put right. 

Following his visits the man is not con- 
tactable on his mobile telephone number, and 
the address on his business card is also false. 

Trading Standards are advising the public 
not to agree to this type of work to be done if 
anyone unexpectedly arrives at their homes 
or business premises. 

This latest scare comes just days after Carl 
Anscombe, of Amherst Gardens, Hastings, 
was sent to prison for more than seven years. 

He was found guilty of conning £86,990 
from an 84-year-old man from Maidstone. 

Cold calling control zones have been set up 
around the town to stop bogus callers taking 


advantage of vulnerable home owners. 

There are six zones in Maidstone created by 
Kent Trading Standards, Maidstone Borough 
Council and various Neighbourhood Watch 
teams. 

The latest zone, which covers Pine Lodge 
and Tonbridge Road included the nominated 
neighbour scheme, where a nervous resident- 
can direct cold callers to a more able local res¬ 
ident to check identification and credentials. 

Neighbourhood Liaison Officer Lorraine 
Hemphrey said: “The whole point of it is to 
educate people and to make them feel confi¬ 
dent about dealing with unknown callers. 

“We now get calls about bogus callers oper¬ 
ating in the area before they have had to 
chance to con anyone out of their money. We 
can then send out officers to challenge them.”

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91% of parking fines overturned

HUNDREDS of parking fines 
issued by “ticket-happy” town halls 
for petty infringements are being 
overturned by independent traffic 
adjudicators. 

Figures released by the Traffic Penalty 
Tribunal Adjudication Service showed in some 
areas of Kent and Medway up to 91 per cent of 
drivers contesting Penalty Charge Notices 
were successful in 2008-09. 

The traffic tribunal looks at cases where 
drivers have received a parking ticket and con¬ 
tested it with the council and lost. 

Motorists are then able to appeal to the tri¬ 
bunal where independent lawyers consider 
the evidence and decide whether the charge 
should be upheld. 

Areas with the highest number of tickets 


overturned in 2008-09 included Medway, 
where 91 per cent of cases - 328 of the 360 
cases - were dropped and the motorist let off. 

In Maidstone, 114 of 126 
cases - 90 per cent - saw driv¬ 
ers win their appeals, and in 
Gravesham, 66 per cent - 56 
out of 85 - were successful. 

In Sevenoaks, although only 
20 cases were referred to the 
independent adjudicators, 19 
of them were overturned. 

Ian Taylor, Kent spokesman 
for the Association of British 
Drivers, said there were some 
draconian councils that were 
taking the matter too far. 

“Some councils are being very ticket-happy 
and this shows with the number being over¬ 
turned,” he said. 

A Medway Council spokesman argued that 
the parking measures supported the authori¬ 
ty’s pledge to reduce congestion and make the 


area’s roads safer to use. 

“The vast majority of parking restrictions 
have been asked for by Medway residents, 
schools or traders, who are 
concerned about illegal and 
inconsiderate parking and 
their associated safety issues.” 

Figures for Medway 
showed in 231 cases of the 
360, the council failed to con¬ 
test the appeal once it went 
to the traffic tribunal. 

The spokesman said: 
“Medway Council take any 
mitigating circumstances 
provided by the motorist into 
serious consideration, which 
has had an impact on the number of tickets 
that are not contested. 

“We have also been much more lenient as we 
were the first authority to use CCTV enforce¬ 
ment outside London and understood that res¬ 
idents would need some time to adjust to this.” 


The spokesman said Medway Council pays 
for an independent adjudication service and is 
happy to abide by and respect its decision. 

“Anyone who feels they have been given a 
Penalty Charge Notice incorrectly should con¬ 
tact the council in the first instance,” he said. 

“If the appeal is rejected, a further appeal 
can be made to the Traffic Penalty Tribunal 
Adjudication Service, which is independent of 
the council. Its decision is final and binding for 
both parties.” 

A spokesman at Sevenoaks Council defend¬ 
ed the 95 per cent of cases overturned. 

“Out of 9,305 Penalty Charge Notices issued, 
only 20 were referred to the Traffic Penalty 
Tribunal by motorists, which indicates the 
vast majority of notices issued were done so 
correctly,” he said. 

For Gravesham, which saw 66 per cent of 
tickets scrapped, a spokesman said many 
cases were not contested due to evidence 
supplied on the appeal which had not been 
available previously to the council.

A clean solution to 
this nuclear mess 

Mrs Thatcher’s privatisation policy 
caused the energy industry’s 
break-up; before then, the Central 
Electricity Generating Board had 
25 per cent surplus capacity. 

Lack of forward planning since, 
and huge increase in electricity 
consumption, has (as Mr Farage 
rightly points out) left us with a 
problem. 

However, nuclear has always 
formed the most heavily subsidised 
electricity production. Nuclear fuel 
(now fast becoming in short supply) 
has to be imported and it is 
difficult to extract. Nuclear has 
a base-load function and not, as 
Mr Farage claimed, “back-up”. 

The disposal of radioactive and 
contaminated waste is un-resolved, 
and has never been fully costed. 

Nuclear, with its extreme 
operating temperatures and 
pressures, is inherently dangerous; 
why else were all the AGR reactors 


sited as remotely as possible? 

Dungenness and the Romney 
Marsh area were very sparsely 
populated prior to the coming of the 
power stations. 

Being so low-lying, inhabitants 
are right to be concerned about 
global-warming. 

History shows it to have been 
vulnerable to storms in the past. 

We have been very slow to tackle 
our energy crisis and to take 
advantage of our wealth of natural 
resources: all of which are clean. 

They have no transport costs, 
no storage problems and do not 
present a potential danger. 

A third ‘C’ station might create 
a few more jobs, but green energy 
and self-sufficiency are likely to 
produce more. 

And, one can’t have vulnerable 
nuclear power stations adjacent to 
an international airport.

Farage reacting in

When I said in a TV debate with 
Nigel Farage the UK has the best 
offshore wind resources of any 
country in Europe and that there 
was no reason why these should 
not be exploited, he had no answer.

C station has already failed. 

But there is a more serious 


problem in the claims made in his 
letter. Wind farms obtain money 
from government when they are 
operating, not before. 

The major energy companies 
have told the Government they 
want it to pay for new nuclear 
power stations - the Government 
has refused. 

So even if the Dungeness site 
were selected for a new nuclear 
power station apparently no-one 
wishes to pay for it to be built. 

Wind farms like the new one off 
Thanet and the proposed London 
Array will create jobs, but the 
efficiency of the technology means 
there will be very few of them. 

However, if we had a national 
programme of improving insulation 
for all buildings and installing 
microgeneration technologies (solar 
water heating/solar PV panels) on 
homes and buildings this would 
generate employment in every 
district in Kent and indeed in the 
UK as a whole. 

If Mr Farage is serious about 
obtaining more employment in 
the energy sector then why has 
he failed to advocate energy 
effiency and safe, renewable energy 
technologies - preferring instead 
the polluting, costly and problematic 
coal and nuclear options? 

And nuclear is more expensive 
than any other energy technology 
because nuclear waste has to be 
stored for up to 250,000 years.

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Book sheds eerie light on 


county's sinister history

AS A self-proclaimed monster 
hunter scouring the county for 
wild big cats, it’s not surprising 
Neil Arnold has taken on 
something equally as sinister. 

And as with his wild cat research, the 35- 
year-old’s new project is just as likely to come 
under the scrutiny of sceptics unwilling to 
believe there is anything mystical out there. 

But Mr Arnold, who is an author and full¬ 
time researcher on large, exotic big cats in 
the wild, said his new book, Paranormal 
Kent, is different from the “friend of a friend” 
tales usually associated with mythical 
stories. 

“There are so many books where the stories 
are just regurgitated so someone can make a

quick buck,” he said.“Everyone’s heard the 
ghost stories of Kent, but after 30 years or so 
they become a bit stagnant. 

“I wanted to look into the history of some of 
these places, like Blue Bell Hill, with its 
phantom hitchhiker, but write about things 
people hadn’t heard off.” 

Mr Arnold, from Rochester, said his book 
throws light on classic ghostly tales, of some 
of the most haunted areas of Kent, while 
revealing new stories. 

“Blue Bell Hill is, I believe, the most 
haunted place in Britain,” he said. 

“For years there were reports of people 
picking up a girl in their car and she would 
then disappear from the back seat. 

“There were also reports of people 
knocking a girl down and she would then 
disappear. 

“In 1965 there was a crash on Blue Bell 
Hill. There were four women in the car and 
three died - one of whom was a bride-to-be 
and people thought it was her. 

“But the first report of seeing her goes back 
goes back to 1934. 

“After doing some research I found out a 
girl was murdered in 1916 and I believe it 
was her people were seeing. 

“The ghost of an old hag has also been 
reported on Blue Bell Hill. 

“All the reports - there are about 20 to 30 - 
seem genuine. People had genuine shocked 
reactions when recalling stories.” 

Mr Arnold said people in Pluckley, which is 
believed to be Britain’s most haunted village, 
still don’t know all the eerie tales. 

“I’ve shed new light on the mysteries of this 
village,” he said. “Whether a believer or not, 
there is so much history that there is 
definitely something mystical going on. 


Chronic pain harder to 
deal with in some areas 


PATIENTS suffering from chronic pain 
conditions have been warned they face 
discrimination depending on what side of the 
county they live. 

While those in the east of Kent have access 
to a range of services close to their homes, 
those in the west are often required to travel 
miles to receive the help they need. 

The matter was discussed at last week’s 
meeting of Kent County Council’s health 
overview and scrutiny committee, when it 
was revealed that some NHS West Kent 
patients have to access services as far away 
as the UCL hospital in central London. 

Neither Maidstone Hospital nor Darent 
Valley Hospital has any facilities for dealing 
with chronic pain, whereas all three of NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent’s main hospitals 
provide some sort of service, in addition to 
several other smaller clinics. 

Lib Dem councillor Dan Daley (Maidstone 
Central) told the meeting: “The difference 
between the delivery in the east and west 
shows up more of a discrimination for the 
population because the numbers of pain 
opportunities in east Kent are many, whereas 
in west Kent they are few. 

“There’s nothing for people in Maidstone 
yet we’ve had promise after promise and I’m 
disappointed it’s still under discussion.” 

Sufferers of chronic pain in Maidstone have 
the option of attending clinics at Sevenoaks 
Hospital or Pembury Hospital in Tunbridge 
Wells, but Cllr Daley said both were still too 
far away for people in agony to travel to. 


“For centuries Kent has been the centre of 
high strangeness, from monsters in the woods, 
weird objects in the skies, serpents in the 
water and ghosts on the road.” 

Mr Arnold said his book also includes tales of 
eerie creatures such as the winged ‘moth-man’ 
in Hythe in the 1960s to serpents and dragons.

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
is undertaking a detailed audit to determine 
the potential level of demand for a more local 
pain management programme. 

Cllr Daley added: “I’ve recently had need to 
become involved in pain management and 
have had to make frequent trips to Guy’s 
Hospital (in south east London), and I don’t 
think that’s a very good idea. 

“If NHS West Kent can’t do better than 
this, and much more quickly than this, then I 
think it’s very sad.” 

According to the Chief Medical Officer’s 
report of 2008, surveys show chronic pain - 
including severe headaches, back problems 
and arthritis - is two or three times more 
common now than it was 40 years ago. 

There are 7.8 million people in the UK living 
with chronic pain, with three in 10 Kent 
residents having experienced it in the last year. 

Dr Jon Norman, a consultant anaesthetist 
and pain medicine specialist at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, revealed there 
will be no room for a chronic pain clinic at 
Maidstone until July next year at the earliest. 

He added that while there was a lack of 
facilities in some parts of the west of the 
county, patients still have access to a good 
service and waiting times have been reduced. 

He told Cllr Daley: “We want to continue 
moving in the right direction but there are no 
guarantees about funding. It’s very easy to sit 
there and tell me something needs to be 
done, but someone needs to give us the 
investment.”

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Tuition fee hikes 
'risk generation 
of wasted talent' 



REMOVING the cap on university tuition 
fees could “create a generation of wasted tal¬ 
ent” and push out students from middle- 
class families. 

Representatives at some of the county’s 
universities said they were shocked at Lord 
Browne’s report, which proposed radical 
reform of the system, and said the right to 
education needed to be 
protected. Plans include 
abolishing the £3,290 a 
year cap on tuition fees, 
which could lead to top 
universities charging up 
to £20,000 a year. 

Despite recommenda¬ 
tions by Lord Browne 
that a levy be paid by 
those who charge more 
than £6,000, Lauren 
Crowley, vice-president 
(Education) of Kent LAUREN CROWLEY 
Union, the student voice for the University 
of Kent, said this will not stop some putting 
up fees. 

“Oxbridge and the Russell Group univer¬ 
sities will put their fees up to the top end of 
the scale,” she said. “Kent will have to make 
changes to keep up its reputation. 

“If changes come in students will be leav¬ 
ing university with at least £35,000 debt in 
top institutions,” she said. “At the moment 
the average is £20,000-25,000. The middle 
classes are the ones who would be hit. 

“Poorer families are quite well looked 
after, but students from middle-class back¬ 
grounds are £5,000 more in debt.” 

She said Kent students would be joining 
the National Union of Students (NUS) and 
the University and College Union (UCU) for 
a national Fund Our Future demonstration 
on November 10. 


Written off 

Other recommendations are for the inter¬ 
est rate on loans, which is currently 1.5 per 
cent, to rise to inflation plus 2.2 per cent; 
that all students are eligible for flat-rate liv¬ 
ing-cost loans of £3,750; and unpaid stu¬ 
dents debts are written off after 30 years 
instead of 25. 

Another proposal is that students would 
not start repaying their debt until their 
earnings reached £21,000, instead of the 
current £15,000. 

If Government accepts the recommenda¬ 
tions they could be introduced from 2012. 

Professor Jan Druker, senior pro-vice- 
chancellor of Canterbury Christ Church 
University, said it would be hard to avoid 
increasing fees if the review removes most 
of the teaching fund, as expected. 

“A rise from £3,290 a year to £6,000 is like¬ 
ly to hit families very hard,” she said. “We 
have encouraged students who may not 
have traditionally had the opportunity or 
confidence to continue onto higher educa¬ 
tion to realise their dreams. A rise in fees 
may be a deterrent to those students.” 

Prof Elaine Thomas, vice-chancellor of the 
University of the Creative Arts, which has 
campuses in Canterbury, Maidstone and 
Rochester, said UCA had mixed views. 

“In the current economic climate, a review 
of higher education funding is necessary 
and raising tuition fees represents the best 
way forward,” she said. 

“However, we must make certain that the 
increased cost to students and families does 
not stop talented people from going to uni¬ 
versity. 

“Mechanisms must be put in place to 
enable students to study at the institution of 
their choice, otherwise I fear we could create 
a generation of wasted talent.” 

Vice-chancellor of the University of Kent, 
Prof Dame Julia Goodfellow, said increased 
graduate contribution was inevitable: “The 
prices have to be seen in the light of expect¬ 
ed massive cuts in the teaching grant to uni¬ 
versities which subsidise students.”

■ Giant shopping mall Bluewater could be worth 
around £1.7 billion according to the price tag 
on a 75 per cent stake being offered for sale. 

Hermes Real Estate, a long-running but minority 
shareholder in the project since it opened ten years 
ago, is selling its holding valued at £120 million after 
deciding to re-balance its property portfolio at a time 
when the Kent site is regularly outperforming a 
depressed retail sector. 

■ FORMER brewing giant Whitbread - now 
better known for its restaurants to hotels 
portfolio - will open a new £1.3 million Premier Inn 
hotel in Rainham High Street on November 1.

ONE of Britain’s oldest surviving 
building societies is set to disappear 
in a merger to create a new banking 
force, OneSavings. 

Kent Reliance (KRBS) can trace its roots back 
to 1847 and is a rare example of the nation’s 
once thriving mutual (member-owned) sector, 
but now aims to pool its £2.2 billion assets with 
American private equity firm JC Flowers, which 
will invest £50 million and gain a 40 per cent 
stake in the new bank. 

Approval 

The motivation for KRBS - ranked 11th in the 
UK by asset value - stems from the Northern 
Rock crash in 2007, which made it harder for 
traditional mutual societies to raise or attract 
cash to build their businesses. 

City experts believe JC Flowers aims to use 
this situation to woo other small societies to 
build OneSavings and challenge traditional 
banking players Barclays, HSBC, Lloyds TSB 
and RBS NatWest and the increasingly 
powerful Spanish-owned Santander.

The conviction gathered strength with the 
American firm’s recent hiring of the former head 
of the UK’s fourth biggest building society, the 
Skipton. 

John Goodfellow ran the Yorkshire society for 
17 years and says he is acting as an advisor on 
the mutual sector, while strenuously denying 
his former employer is in the US firm’s sights. 

JC Flowers’ founder Christopher Flowers - a 
former partner in American banking and finance 
firm Goldman Sachs - made abortive moves on 
Northern Rock, Friends Provident, and Bradford 
and Bingley, before succeeding with KRBS. 

But the plans must still be ratified by the 
Financial Services Authority and, more 
importantly in this instance, gain approval from 
75 per cent of Kent Reliance savers and borrowers 
under the old mutual society structure. 

Members will be balloted and the result 
announced at a special meeting of the society on 
November 19. A ‘yes’ vote will allow the new 
bank to be created in February, 2011. 


Member reaction has been muted since the 
proposals were released in August and it is 
likely that dissent will be mollified by breaking 
news this week that the JC Flowers’ stake had 
been cut from 49 to 40 per cent and confirmation 
that KRBS would retain control. 

But the biggest hurdle is likely to be that, 
unlike the rash of building society de¬ 
mutualisations in the 1990s, no windfall 
payments are being tabled to entice members to 
agree to this scheme. 

'Liabilities' 

KRBS has some 180,000 members and 45 
staff and has been one of the fastest-growing 
building societies in the country over the past 
decade, while slashing overheads. 

Fourteen outlets have been cut to eight and 
only two are now full branches - Chatham and 
Hempstead - with CEO Mike Lazenby happy to 
brand traditional branches as “liabilities”. 

As it has pruned profile on Kent high streets, 
KRBS has sought it elsewhere through 
sponsorship of football clubs Gillingham, 
Charlton Athletic and Whitstable Town.

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Online Face-off falls a little flat 
as it takes on big-screen status

ON JULY 21 this year, social 
networking site Facebook 
proudly welcomed its 500 
millionth user to the online 
fold. 

It’s a mind-boggling statistic, even 
more so when you consider that seven 
years ago, no-one had heard of the site. 
Indeed, it didn’t exist. 

In less than a decade, an idea bom in 
the hallowed corridors of Harvard 
University has quite literally taken 
over the world and changed the way we 
communicate. 

As one of the characters in The Social 
Network, David Fincher’s expertly 
crafted film about the creation of the 
site, quips: “Bosnians - they don’t have 
roads but they have Facebook.” 

Turbulent 

Like all good ideas, the site has made 
its creators very wealthy, but as Ben 
Mezrich’s book The Accidental 
Billionaires chronicled, the turbulent 
history of Facebook led to not just one 
but two lawsuits. 

Working from a screenplay by Aaron 
Sorkin, Fincher employs a fractured 
chronology to dissect the jealousy and 
betrayal which underpinned the 
success of the site. 

The Social Network opens by 
introducing central protagonist Mark 
Zuckerberg (Jesse Eisenberg), a 
computer nerd whose lack of social 
skills become apparent as he is 
deservedly dumped by his girlfriend 
(Rooney Mara). 

In revenge, Mark spews bile in an 
online blog then creates a crude 
website called facemash.com, which 
racks up “22,000 hits in two hours” and 


brings the nerd to the attention of 
Divya Narendra (Max Minghella) and 
the Winklevoss twins (Armie 
Hammer), who want Mark to program 
their internal social networking site 
called HarvardConnection. 

Soon after, Mark approaches friends 
Eduardo Saverin (Andrew Garfield), 
Dustin Moskovitz (Joseph Mazzello) 
and Chris Hughes (Patrick Mapel) with 
an almost identical idea. 

The whole campus excitedly logs on 
and the friends expand to Stanford and 
eventually across the Atlantic, before 
Sean Parker (Justin Timberlake), the 
entrepreneur behind Napster, becomes 
involved and offers Mark his advice. 

“Drop the ‘The’. Just Facebook. It’s 
cleaner.” 

Flawless 

The Social Network is technically 
flawless, powered by Fincher’s dazzling 
direction, including a bravura rowing 
sequence at Henley Regatta set to a 
reworking of Grieg’s In The Hall Of The 
Mountain King. 

Sorkin’s screenplay is equally 
polished - so much so that characters 
speak without hesitation or pause for 
thought, which strains credibility, even 
at one of America’s most revered seats 
of learning. 

Eisenberg’s compelling, one-note 
performance fails to reveal any chinks 
of humanity beneath Zuckerberg’s 
thick skin. 

Indeed, to the final frame, the 
character is an emotionally cold and 
unsympathetic loner, which leaves us 
with no-one to root for as the legal 
battle turns nasty. 

Garfield is much more likeable and 
when he vows revenge against Mark, 
seething, “I’m not coming back for 30 
per cent, I’m coming back for 
everything”, it’s the closest we come to 
a rush of adrenaline.

QvOUR TV REVIEW D0WNT0N ABBEY: ITV, 9pm, Sunday 


FOR a highbrow insight into the 
dying days of the British aristocracy, 
and a stonking period drama to boot, 
Downton Abbey is the one to watch. 

ITVs newest costume drama is set 
in a great country house in 1912. It 
details many of the upstairs- 
downstairs dichotomies prevalent in 
stately homes at the time. 

The first introduction we have to 
the house is finding that the Duke of 
Grantham’s two heirs have been 
wiped out by the sinking of the 
Titanic. It soon becomes clear the 
next in line to the title and estate is 
not one of its well-bred inmates but a 
distant middle-class relative who 
works as a lawyer in Manchester (a 
concept still alien to the aristocracy). 

One of the fortes of this drama is 
that it doesn’t shy away from the 
bigoted attitudes of the time in 
favour of a light-hearted story.

Many of those inside Downton, 
servants and family alike, are quick 
to condemn the new heir and his 
mother for being ‘not our sort of 
people’. 

The Duke of Grantham’s (Hugh 
Bonneville) quiet and noble new 
valet John Bates (Brendan Coyle) 
has a limp due to a shrapnel injury 
picked up in the Boer War, and he is 
treated as a drain on resources by 
footmen and maids. The blatant and 
accepted discrimination makes the 
watcher feel proud of modern 
political correctness and disability 
compliance laws. 

The gay footman being treated as a 
guilty, disposable secret by his titled 
lover makes today’s society seem far 
more advanced by comparison. 


The drama has a stellar cast 
including Maggie Smith, known to 
younger viewers as Professor 
McGonagall from Harry Potter, 
costume drama veteran Hugh 
Bonneville and Brendan Coyle, lately 
of Lark Rise to Candleford. 

The plot and dialogue are both 
compelling, as are the more seasoned 
actors and actresses, of which there 
are many. Although less practised, 
the younger cast members put in 
admirable performances and add 
freshness to what could otherwise 
have been a stuffy show. 

The story follows both the 
aristocratic family and the servants, 
ensuring plenty of promising 
storylines to follow. 

An understated and intriguing 
drama, if Downton Abbey continues 
in the same vein it will have me 
hooked all series.

BEER, chocolates and 
trams together with a large 
part of the history of the 
two world wars are imme¬ 
diately associated with our 
neighbour across the water, 
Belgium. 

So is classical-style architecture, 
good food and art. 

But soul music? 

The resort of Ostend boosts 
numerous attractions, including 
access to the world’s largest tram 
network, which covers the entire 
Belgian coast from the French to the 
Dutch border. 

There is even a display in a 
seafront museum dedicated to the 
history of this form of transport, 
with vintage rolling stock - which 
has served the country for 125 years. 

In the centre of the attractive town 
is a museum dedicated to the weird 
and wonderful satirical works of 
James Ensor, who satirised the rul¬ 
ing classes in the late 19th and early 
20th Centuries. 

A walk through the town with an 
iPod provided by the local tourist 
board is an illuminating way of look¬ 
ing at his inspirations. 

Nearby is a section of the German 
Atlantic Wall which was built to 
defend the occupied country against 
the expected Allied invasion. 

The Germans abandoned it 
though as the British, Americans 
and Canadians advanced from the 
south and it is now among the best 
preserved examples of the military 
of the Third Reich anywhere in the 
world. 

But Ostend has a very interesting 
former resident - more usually asso¬ 
ciated with Detroit than Flanders. 

On the advice of Belgian concert 
promoter Freddy Cousaert, soul leg¬ 
end Marvin Gaye (pictured) moved 
to the town in February 1981 where 
for a time he cut down on drugs and 
began to get back in shape both 
physically and emotionally. 


He was also in a little bit of trouble 
with the tax authorities back home. 

While in Belgium, Gaye began to 
make plans to renew his declining 
fortunes in his professional career, 
starting with a tour he titled The 
Heavy Love Affair Tour in England. 

The tour ended with two concert 
dates in Ostend. A documentary 
leading up to his Belgian concert 
performances titled Transit Ostend 
was initially released to just Belgian 
fans, and was later issued in bootleg 
copies following Gaye’s death. 

“Marvin was a special man, very 
distinguished, very impressive, but 
it was like Dr Jekyll and Mr Hyde,” 
said Monique Licht, an independent 
film producer in Belgium who 
worked with Gaye on a 30-minute 
film for Belgian television, 198 l’s 
Marvin Gaye: Transit Ostend. 

“At times, he was like an elegant 
zombie walking along the beach in 
Ostend,” said Ms Licht. “He was 
there, but at the same time he was 
not there. 

“He was happy alone in front of 


the sea. In my opinion, he should 
have stayed in Ostend. I don’t 
understand why he went back to the 
States. If he had stayed, he might 
still be alive today.” 

Those who knew the soul star in 
the town say it is the sort of place 
where visitors are left alone but wel¬ 
comed whenever they seek company. 

Ostend has been welcoming visi¬ 
tors from Britain for years and 
English is widely spoken. 

The streets are thronged with 
restaurants and bars, with the local 
beer among the best in the world. 

As well as the art and culture, the 
town boosts excellent shopping 
opportunities and a thriving arts 
scene. 

Railways connect it to the rest of 
Europe and the marina, with its tall 
ship, is spectacular. 

And it has one mystery connected 
with its music legend.

Off-roading downsized 


SNOW in Kent causes chaos. We 
don’t see it often enough, as shown 
by the ham-fisted way some people 
drive in it and how others, in search 
of reassurance, rush to buy a 4x4. 

Some will be recalling last winter and 
thinking the same thing now, but 4x4s don’t 
come cheap to buy or run - or do they? 

Think small and light and you don’t need to 
think long because there are few budget 4x4 
contenders, and they don’t come any cheaper 
than Suzuki’s Jimny (£10,995-11,495). 

Suzuki has made ‘light Jeeps’ since 1970, 
and there is not much difference between the 
current car and those early models. 

The Jimny’s strength and weakness lies in 
‘proper 4x4’ construction: a rigid chassis with 
body bolted on top and short overhangs. 

Along with long travel suspension and a 
light ‘footprint’, this gives the Jimny excellent 
off-road ability. 

But this arrangement on a short wheelbase 
makes the Suzuki an acquired taste on-road. 
The current suspension seems better than I 
remember and soaks up big bumps well, as

you might expect, but it is fidgety — don’t buy 
a Jimny just for posing. 

Those riding in front get a decent deal and 
the high driving position is superb for such a 
compact car, but the rear seats are really suit¬ 
able only for kids and the boot is minimalist. 

There is also no choice of engine and though 
the little 85bhp l,328cc petrol engine and low 
gearing delivers good off-roading, the Jimny is 
one of the slowest cars you can buy. 

However, the gears and steering are crisp so 
you can enjoy piloting this little workhorse 
around with an average economy around 
40mpg and it will cruise at 70mph, though the 
cabin is noisy. 

Fixtures and fittings are as durable and 
functional as you might expect on this type of 
car, though the indicator stalk is mounted on 
the right - most of us now prefer a 
Continental-style mounting on the left. 

Buy it for the right reasons though and the 
Suzuki is unbeatable and indestructible. 

Most of the time you can run in economical 
two-wheel drive, via the rear axle, but hit the 
‘4WD’ and even the low ratio ‘4WDL’ button 
for extra purchase.

First-time buyers may 
face decade of misery 

THE current problems in the mortgage 
market could take a decade to fix, 
excluding a generation of first-time 
buyers from getting on to the property 
ladder, a report has suggested. 

The number of mortgages taken out by 
people with only a ten per cent deposit, 
loans which are typically associated with 
first-time buyers, fell dramatically from 
245,000 in 2006, to just 28,000 in 2009 - 
an 89 per cent fall, according to insurer 
Genworth Financial. 

The group said the decrease suggested 
around 100,000 first-time buyers were 
excluded from getting on to the property 
ladder each year during the period. 

Angel Mas, president of mortgage 
insurance Europe at Genworth 
Financial, said: “The barrier to home 
ownership appears to be widening, with 
increasing numbers of first-time buyers 
excluded - a shocking 100,000 year-on- 
year between 2006 and 2009. 

“The estimation in this report that this 
is a situation that could take decades, 
not years, to recover raises real concerns 
that a whole generation may be exclud¬ 
ed from getting a foot on to the housing 
ladder.” 

Mortgages reform is 
not viable proposition 

PROPOSALS by the Financial Services 
Authority (FSA) to reform the mortgage 
market could leave many potential bor¬ 
rowers in danger of being unable to 
obtain what it is they require, according 
to What Mortgage. 

Earlier in the year the FSA recom¬ 
mended imposing affordability tests 
for all mortgages and making lenders 
ultimately responsible for ensuring 
the borrower’s ability to pay, as well as 
providing extra protection for vulnerable 
customers. 

However, the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders (CML) responded by saying that 
has these changes been in effect from 
2005, around 3.8 million ‘good’ house pur¬ 
chase loans may not have been granted. 

Ben Wilkie, editor of What Mortgage, 
said the FSA needs to listen to industry 
voices like the CML and in any case, 
lenders already take steps to reduce 
their risk. 

“Making a cut off for first-time buyers 
would ruin it for people who want to 
move house, people who want to remort¬ 
gage, people who want to invest in prop¬ 
erty or people who want to downsize 
when they retire,” he added.

A WARNING has been issued by 
one of the most respected financial 
organisations in the world over the 
immediate future of the housing 
market. 

The International Monetary Fund (IMF) 
has suggested the UK property market could 
experience a double dip. 

In its latest World Economic Outlook, the 
IMF highlighted that despite Government 
efforts to boost the housing market and 
encourage first-time buyers, UK house prices 
could still be in line for “further correction”. 

The IMF was referring to the two stamp 
duty holidays. 

“What remains worrisome (about the UK), 
however, is that house prices are still high 
based on traditional valuation yardsticks, and 
policy support may not be enough to prevent 
further correction,” the Fund said. 

The IMF points out that a slump in activity 
had been experienced after a first stamp duty 
holiday ended in December 2009. 

In March 2010, the former Labour 
Government abolished stamp duty on house 
purchases up to £250,000 for two years. 

The Government said the change would 
mean 90 per cent of first-time buyers will not 
pay the duty. 

However, despite efforts by the Government, 
the fact remains that mortgages are less read¬ 
ily available and approvals have slumped. 
Demand remains at 50 per cent of the level 
seen prior to the credit crunch. 

Meanwhile, the Halifax revealed UK house 
prices fell by a record 3.6 per cent in 
September compared with August. 

The latest house price fall takes the average 
cost of a UK home to £162,096, the Halifax said. 

According to the lender, the monthly decline 
was the biggest since records began in 1983. 

However, it is still too soon to suggest that this 
is the start of a slump in house prices. The fall 
in house prices has been attributed to a high 
level of instructions on the market but a lack 
of buyer demand, according to many reports. 

The uncertainty surrounding the economy is 
also having a negative impact on the housing 
market and therefore the market is likely to 
remain subdued in the short term. 


However, exact details of the market contin¬ 
ue to vary across the UK. 

The South East has been among the most 
resilient when it comes to prices and forecasts 
and predictions can be distorted by poor 
performances in the market in the north of 
England. 


Critics of the IMF say the British housing 
market is unique though and once people feel 
secure about their future and banks start 
making mortgages available the housing mar¬ 
ket will pick up. 

People have to live somewhere and British 
people prefer to buy rather than rent. 


BRITISH people are unique in 
the world in their enthusiasm 
for buying foreign property, 
according to the Digital Property 
Group. 

The company’s head of content 
Nigel Lewis said there are now 


around two million British 
citizens living abroad. 

He said: “Obviously that is a 
mixture of business people work¬ 
ing overseas in places like 
Singapore, but the majority are 
people who have retired or have 


holiday homes and five overseas 
for parts of the year,” he said. 

Interest in buying foreign prop¬ 
erty peaked in September, figures 
from the Worldwide Property 
Group have revealed, with 72 per 
cent of people saying they think 


now is a good time to invest. 

The US, Spain and the 
Caribbean were considered the 
best places to buy, while Brazil 
also ranked highly. European 
countries such as France and 
Spain also remain popular.

GOALS from strikers Adrian Stone and 
Danny Hockton earned Maidstone United 
their first home win since April and a pas¬ 
sage through to the next round of the FA 
Trophy. 

The Stones were rarely threatened by 
their Ryman South opponents and in truth 
they should have won by a more convincing 
margin, although manager Peter Nott, in 
his last game in charge, was a relieved man 
to see United open their account at home. 

He said: “It was important for the club to 
progress in the FA Trophy and it was a 
boost for the players and management 
team. It’s easy to criticise, but a lot of hard 
work goes in to our games and we haven’t 
got our just rewards. 


“The first half-hour we were very strong 
but we didn’t get the goal we needed. I 
thought we could have won by three or 
four.” 

Maidstone started on the front foot in 
what was a very open game in the first-half. 
Stone thought he had given the home side 
the lead just before the half-hour mark, but 
the striker’s effort, from a Colin Richmond 
cross, struck both posts and rolled along the 
line to safety. 

Hill finished the half strongly and forced 
goalkeeper Andy Walker into action when 
he saved Darren Boswell’s free-kick, but 
Nott’s side came out for the second-half 
eager to convert their possession into goals 


and the Stones supporters didn’t have too 
long to wait. 

Simon Glover ran into the area and his 
shot was tipped onto the bar by Harding and 
Stone mopped up the rebound with a head¬ 
er from close range to give United the lead. 

The goal lifted the hosts and they went on 
to control the game with Burgess Hill 
unable to trouble Walker in the Maidstone 
goal. 

It wasn’t until the 77th minute that the 
hosts wrapped up the game, however. Stone 
led a counter-attacking move and his shot 
from the edge of the area was parried to 
Hockton, who made no mistake with the 
rebound. 

United went on to close out the victory 
and set up a second qualifying round tie at 
Cray Wanderers on October 30.

Stadium plans to be 
scaled down in 2011 


MAIDSTONE United’s new chief execu¬ 
tive, Bill Williams, says a return to the 
county town by the club’s stated target of 
2011 is a realistic proposition - but only 
if existing stadium plans are scaled 
down. 

“Hopefully we’ll have quite a dynamic 
plan. It [the planned stadium at James 
Whatman Way] is not going to be mas¬ 
sive, but it will be practical. 

“If Maidstone’s got a population of 
160,000, for argument’s sake, I think 
we’ll get crowds of 800 to 1,000 if there’s 
a reasonable team on the field. 
Obviously we’ll get more if we have a 
cup run, so we need to build a basic shell 
for 2,500 to 3,000, with the room to go 
up if we need to.” 

But he warned the new board will 
need to stabilise the club and sort out 
the red tape before it can reveal more 
detailed plans.

Axed Stones boss says 
he deserved more time 


PETER Nott says he knew his days 
were numbered as manager of 
Maidstone United once the long 
drawn out takeover was completed. 

Nott was sacked by new owners Oliver Ash, 
Bill Williams and Terry Casey on Monday 
night, just eight months into the job, and on the 
back of having seen his side win their first 
game at home against Burgess Hill Town in the 
FA Trophy on Saturday. 

After taking over as a manager from Lloyd 
Hume and Alan Walker in February, Nott 
helped guide the Stones away from relegation 
last season and was rewarded with a one-year 
contract in April. However, results have been 
hard to come by this term as the club sits bot¬ 
tom of the Ryman Premier League with just one 
league win. 

Although admitting the season has not 
started well, he felt he had the squad to turn

the club’s fortunes around. But once the 
takeover by Ash, Williams and Casey was 
completed, Nott, who has been involved with 
the club for nine years, said he knew he was 
living on borrowed time. 

He said: “I wouldn’t say it was a shock. Bill 
[Williams] never wanted my appointment and 
once Paul Bowden-Brown [former chairman] 
was out the way it was a question of when - not 
if. I’m massively disappointed and I genuinely 
thought we were turning things around. It’s 
been difficult as we’ve had players out injured 
and suspended and the budget constraints were 
difficult to work with. I feel I should have been 
given more time, but it wasn’t to be. 

“It’s really disappointing to leave after nine 


years at the club. I’ve had a good time as 
reserves boss and I’ve helped bring a lot of play¬ 
ers through the ranks like Chris Smalling and 
the club has benefitted from this.” 

Nott revealed his management task was 
made all the more difficult by having to lead 
the line while three former football managers 
were watching on the sidelines. 

He said: “I’ve seen managers all on the side¬ 
lines while I have been taking charge of the side, 
which wasn’t pleasant. I’m sure whoever it is 
that takes over will get more support than I did. 

“I don’t want to be bitter because I am a sup¬ 
porter. It’s my club and I had always dreamed 
of being Maidstone United manager. I wish the 
club well in the future and maybe one day I will 
be able to go and watch them. 

“The club has got too many good people 
attached to it and the supporters deserve for 
the club to be playing back in Maidstone, I just 
hope that happens. I wish the new manage¬ 
ment team all the best.”

RALLYING is predominantly a 
male-dominated discipline, but 
Louise Cook is bucking the trend 
after winning a national title in 
her debut season. 

Although this year’s British Rally 
Championship Challenge was her first full 
season, the Aylesford driver has impressed fin¬ 
ishing tenth overall and first in the RC4 class. 

The 23-year-old, who was the only woman 
competing in the championship, could have 
finished as high as fourth overall, had it not 
been for a mechanical problem in the final 
round in Yorkshire last month. 

While Cook is at the beginning of her 
rallying career, she is already setting her 
sights on taking on the best in Great Britain 
and beyond. 

She said: “I am pleased with how it has gone 
in the first year. I wasn’t the only one in my class 
so it was a great achievement to win. If we had 
just turned up we could have finished fourth 
overall, even if we had finished last. It was frus¬ 
trating but we still managed to win our class. 

“I achieved my goals, but I’m planning to win 
it next year. I think finishing in the 
top-three every round is realistic and then 
hopefully after that I can get into the main 
British Rally Championship and then the 
World Rally Championship Academy.” 


After finishing tenth in a 25-strong field this 
year, she is not afraid to take on the men. 

She said: “A lot of people have asked me if I 
compete in an all-ladies championship and I 
have to put them right. When I was sixth in 
the table it did start to attract attention from 
my rivals and they didn’t like it. I don’t mind 
who I’m competing against, I just want to beat 
anyone who is out there.” 

Compared to circuit racing, rallying has its 
own unique challenges with drivers negotiat¬ 
ing narrow stages on various surfaces, with 
only a co-driver to warn them of the upcoming 


comers. Getting to grips with the concept is a 
task in itself, but Cook says she has surprised 
herself with her rapid progress. 

She said: “It’s been a lot tougher than I 
thought it would be. Obviously the sponsor¬ 
ship side of things has been difficult and learn¬ 
ing and getting used to pace notes has been a 
challenge and setting the car up hasn’t been 
easy. The actual driving on the rallies has been 
the easy bit.” 

Cook has already started preparing herself 
for next season’s British Rally Championship 
Challenge campaign.
